Pursuant to published notice thereof, the public hearing on a proposed
ordinance regulating the comstruction, alteration, and operation of Drive-In
Theaters in the City of Austin was duly opened,

O. P, Herring, Attorney for Bddie Joseph, owner of Joseph Drive-In
Theater, appeared and requested that that section of the proposed ordinance
relating to sounds be amended to extend the time for vlaying of music to
12:30 A. M., in order %o permit the operators of moving picture theaters to
show their last picture. It was the sense of the Council that this request
be included in an amendment to the Sound Ordinznce, limiting the time %o
11:30 P.Me for the months of October to May, inclusive, and to 12:30 Ae Me
for the months of June to September, inclusive; and the City Attorney was
instructed to prepare such amendment accordingly.
